Members affiliated with Labor- 
ers’ Union, Local No. 304 began 
working under terms of their new 


agreement with the Associated 
General Contractors of America, 
Central California chapter, last 
week. 


The new agreement, signed a 
couple weeks ago, calls for the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


Eight-hour day, 5-day week, time 
and one-half for the first four hours 
of overtime, double time thereafter, 
8 hours’ pay for 7 hours’ work when 
two or more shifts are required, 8 
recognized holidays, members of 
Local 304 to be given preference in 
employment,

Concrete pan installing, $1.10 per 
hour; concrete workers (wet and 
dry), 93% cents; concrete form 
strippers, 93% cents; construction 
and general laborers, 87% cents; 
jackhammer operators and han- 
dlers of pneumatic tools, $1.00; vi- 
brators, $1.00.

SMASHING VICTORY |UNION LABEL 


AFL Defeats 
Cl0 at Lake 
Shipyards 


Boilermakers and Other 
Craft Win Bargaining 
Rights in Elections 


A smashing victory against an 
“raid” at Great 
Lakes yards of the American Ship- 
building company was scored this 
week by the international brother- 
hood of boilermakers and other A. 
F. of L. affiliates. 

The A. F. of L. unions rolled up 
a majority of nearly 2-to-1 over the 
CIO in a national labor relations 
board election at the company’s 
yards in Buffalo, N. Y.; South Chi- 
eago, Ill; Superior, Wis., and 
Cleveland, Toledo and Lorain, Ohio. 

This triumph virtually swept the 
CIO out of the Great Lakes ship- 
building industry, and left the A. 
F. of L. banner flying over all the 
major yards in the region. 
Negotiations Resumed 

For many years, the boilermakers 
and other craft unions have had 
\t ining relations with the Great 
shipyards. They were about 


to renew their agreement with 
American shipbuilding, when the 
rival union intervened and claimed 


a majority. The elections followed, 
shattering the CIO claims. 
As a result, the A. F. of L. unions 


resumed their bargaining confer- 
ences with the management, and 
predicted that a fine agreement 


would soon be negotiated. In addi- 
tion to the boilermakers, unions in- 
volved are the machinists, carpen- 
electrical workers, black- 
smiths, firemen and oilers, painters, 
operating engineers, sheet metal 
workers and pattern makers,

FAKE BONUS SCHEMES 
BANNED BY FLEMING 


Wage-Hour Chief Hits 
Employers Who Cheat on 
Overtime Compensation 


General Philip B. Fleming, 
ministrator of the wage-hour act, 
this week warned employers he will 
not tolerate fake “bonus” schemes 
to evade payment of time-and-one- 
half rates for overtime work. 

Where bonuses are genuine, add- 
ed to the regular pay of workers, 
they need not be considered in de- 
termining overtime compensation, 
Fleming explained. 

However, where a boss uses bonus 
payments as a smokescreen for cut- 
ting regular hourly rates, to reduce 
overtime costs, the wage-hour ad- 
ministration will crack down on 
such chiseling, Fleming declared.

proportio: national income which will go into defense. Ger- 


many is now spending between 60 and 72 per cent of its income 
on war, Great Britain 50 per cent. The United States will be 
spending about 33 per cent by the end of the year and probably 
50 per cent in 1942. Industries supplying civilian needs will be 
drastically reduced by priorities and the 
income. 

When peace comes the dislocations entailed in the return to 
normal production will be just as harrowing and costly as those 
we are now making. Nor will it be possible to follow forme 
practices and customs. If we begin now we may have ready 
plans and accumulated experience that will enable us to avoid 
long periods of unemployment for millions of workers by pro- 
viding them with productive, self-sustaining work. 

The agencies and the people responsible for defense are fully 
occupied with work that presses upon them. There should be a 
group to consider principles, policies and plans for our future| 
economic organization. This is a responsibility which requires | 
time as well as wisdom and sufficient detachment from imme-| 
diate duties to permit concentrated attention. Our plan for re- 
construction should be formed by democratically chosen repre- 
sentatives of the major groups concerned. A commission com-| 
posed of such representatives, authorized by congress and fi-| 
nanced by public funds, should begin its studies immediately.

Facing the Facts 


John L. Lewis is now in a pickle with his best friends of recent years— 
the communists. He was their hero while soviet Russia and nazi Ger- 
many were pals. But since Hitler turned his fangs on Stalin, Lewis has 
been losing his lustre in the eyes of the commies and now they are defi- 
nitely on the outs. 


The tip-off came the other day when the Daily Worker published an 
editorial denouncing Lewis, their erstwhile champion, for lining up with 
a group of isolationist republicans opposed to President Roosevelt’s de- 
fense policies. The Daily Worker branded this group “munichmen,” 
which means the lowest of the low in the soviet lexicon. 


Well, if that’s the feeling, we can soon expect the fur to fly. There was 
a time, years back, when the commies and John had the knives out for 
each other. John spent quite a bit of money digging up evidence of com- | 
munist plots in the united mine workers’ union and submitted a brief 
to a senate investigating committee in which he charged that the reds 
were plotting to destroy the American Federation of Labor through the 
“One Big Union” idea and a policy of unrestricted industrial unionism. 
The commies came right back with a sensational story of how John got 
to be the big boss of the miners which has never been successfully 
denied. 

WILL THEY BEGIN TO SING? 

Well, the commies and John have learned a lot more about each other 
curing their close association since 1935 and if they begin to “sing” now, 
the public should hear some very interesting stuff. For instance, the 
commies might reveal a few things about John’s connection with the 
Mexican oil deals.
